meet dates on a calendar. 
And 


it must be kept in mind that tha 
entire process of manufacturing 
a batch of vaccine takes about 
90 days.”

Ike Wants Action On 


Army Reserve Buildup 


WASHINGTON 
(U.R)—President 
Eisenhower said today an armed 
force “ready reserve” is more es­ 
sential to national security than 
ever before. 
He opposed as extraneous an 
anti - segregation a m e n d m e n t 
which has stalled, and almost kill­ 
ed, the administration reserve bill 
in the House. 
He expressed hope 
the Senate can break the stale­ 
mate. 
Eisenhower argued strongly for 
his proposed reserve program at 
his news conference shortly after 
discussing with Republican con­ 
gressional leaders the strategy for 
trying to break the deadlock and 
get approval this year for creation 
of a 2,900,000 man reserve force. 
Explaining the need for a train­ 
ed reserve, the President said that 
every city and hamlet these days 
is a likely front line. People must 
be trained on what to expect and 
what to do. 
It is unfair, he said, 
to place protection of the country 
on the people who already have 
done their stint in war.

BONN, Germany (U.R) — The 
West German government today 
“welcomed” the Kremlin’s note 
calling for normal diplomatic rela­ 
tions with Russia and said it hop­ 
ed the Soviet move will lead to a 
conference between West German 
Chancellor Konrad Adenauer and 
Soviet statesmen. 
The first official reaction of the 
West 
German 
government 
was 
made public in a three paragraph 
statement. It said. 
“The federal government wel­ 
comes the proposals to establish 
diplomatic, trade and cultural re­ 
lations between the Soviet Union 
and the Federal Republic made by

“It is to be hoped that this (ex­ 
amination of the note) leads to the 
results that a conference between 
the federal Chancellor and the 
statesmen of the Soviet Union is 
necessary.”

the unexpected and bold Soviet 
diplomatic move. 
Party statements approving the 
Russian move to restore normal 
diplomatic relations were issued 
following a three-hour Cabinet 
session. 
The unexpected Soviet maneuver 
cast some doubts on the plans for 
a July 18 meeting at Geneva of 
the Western Big Three heads of 
government 
with 
Russia’s 
top­ 
most representative. 
MAY REVISE STRATEGY 
French 
authorities 
said 
the 
Kremlin’s 
new 
strategy 
would 
force France and the other Big 
Three Western powers to revise 
their planned strategy for the top 
level Geneva conference. 
In Washington, political observ­ 
ers said the Soviet maneuver rais­ 
ed “some doubts” about the Ge­ 
neva meeting. 
West Germany’s powerful oppo­ 
sition Socialists urged Adenauer to 
make his Moscow trip before the 
four power talks are held next ’ 
month. 
But informed 
German 
sources said it is highly unlikely 
Adenauer will go to the Soviet 
capital before the Geneva “sum- j 
mit” conference. 
Adenauer will make no final de­ 
cision until he confers with other 
Western statesmen, probably dur­ 
ing his visit to the United States 
next week. 
But the sources implied there 1 
would be no outright refusal of the 
Soviet bid to “normalize” rela- i 
tions between the two countries. 
Western capitals saw the sur­ 
prise Kremlin invitation as an 
effort to split Germany and the 
West in pursuance of the Soviet’s 
attempt to create a neutral bloc 
from the Baltic to the Aegean Sea.

BUT HE'D BREAK down in 
tears if he had to foot the bills 
for introducing her to society on 
an Apache Indian reservation. 


A debutante ball lasts only a 
single evening under the white 
man's wan idea of what makes 
a good party. The Apaches have 
a more muscular and red-blood­ 
ed approach. 


WHEN AN INDIAN father an­ 
nounces he has a daughter who 
is ready to set up tepee-keeping, 
it isn’t just a shindig for a few 
close friends of the family. The 
whole tribe shows up. And the 
feasting and celebrating goes on 
for days and nights. When the 


Apaches have themselves a ball, 
they like to bounce some real 
echoes off the mountain. 
The coming of age ceremony 
o f 'a n Apache maiden, usually 
h ^ d when she is 12 to 14 years 
old, in the old days was a time 
when the nomadic tribes ful­ 
filled their religious as well as 
social 
obligations. 
The 
rites 
drew the wandering groups to­ 
gether, gave them an occasion 
to swap tall tales of the hunt, 
exchange gossip and renew their 
ancient beliefs by the mutual 
performance of rituals. 


IN THE SIMPLE past when 
buffalo were plentiful the war­ 
riors in 
the 
Indian 
maiden’s 
family usually found it reason­ 
ably easy to provide meat for a 
four-day feast. 
But with the price of beef 
what it is today the situation has 
changed. Few Apache fathers

now could pick up the tab for 
a daughter’s debut. So the tribe 
itself throws the party. 


ONLY ONE girl, Iva Lee En- 
hady, 14, will go through the so­ 
cial wringer at this year's an­ 
nual festival, July 1-4. 
As of old, she w ill, have her 
own ceremonial tepee. Her hair 
will be washed with yucca root 
suds. She will wear a buckskin 
dress and two tail feathers from 
a female eagle, signalizing her 
entrance into womanhood. If she 
itches, she must use a wooden 
scratcher, as she m ustn’t dur­ 
ing the entire four days scratch 
any part of her body with her 
fingernails. 


SHE ALSO MUST not look up 
at the sky or be disobedient in 
any way, for fear of bringing 
rain clouds. To assure her of a 
good appetite through life she 
will be fed wild fruit marked 
with a cross of yellow pollen. 
She will also be anointed with 
the pollen. 
The maiden, whose buckskin 
dress is adorned with tiny tin 
bells, will perform ceremonial 
dances inside her tepee before 
an audience consisting of her 
family, close friends, and the 
more 
religious-minded 
of 
the 
tribe. 


EACH NIGHT young braves 
will 
perform 
the 
traditional 
“Dance of the Mountain Gods.” 
During the entire period little 
Ivy Lee must wear a grave, dig­ 
nified expression. She must par­ 
ticularly 
beware 
of 
excessive 
laughter. The Apaches have a 
theory that too much laughter 
causes premature wrinkling, a 
theory that now also seems prev­ 
alent among many lady pale­ 
faces who never saw a reserva­ 
tion. 


IN OTHER DAYS at the con­ 
clusion of the ceremony the hap­ 
py father presented attendants 
and medicine 
men 
with four 
valuable gifts—usually 
a 
male 
horse, a saddle, a fine piece of 
buckskin, and some tobacco. 
The gifts will probably be dif­ 
ferent now. Many Apaches, once 
among the hardest-riding of In­ 
dian tribes, 
no 
longer 
would 
know quite what to do writh a 
horse. They prefer to ride herd 
on their cattle with a jeep or a 
pickup truck.

Solons Talk About Controls On 


Campaign Funds, But Do Nothing 


SACRAMENTO (CNS)—Parti­ 
san politics get hotter and hot- 
ters, 
and 
legislative 
tempers 
near the climax at the close of 
the 1955 session. 
One of the latest outbursts 
comes from Assemblyman Wil­ 
liam A. Munnell, Democrat of 
Montebello, who is somewhat dis­ 
appointed over the failure of his 
bill proposing a full and com­ 
plete statement of election cam­ 
paign expenditures. 
The bill, v&iich was passed by 
the Assembly, was laid to rest 
in the Senate elections commit­ 
tee, on what Munnell said was a 
straight, party-line vote. 


“THIS IS JUST another typi­ 
cal example of the Republican 
approach to better government,” 
said Munnell, “lip service, but no 
action. 
“The governor asked for an 
overhaul of the present worth­ 
less law on campaign expendi­ 
tures. All session long, the Re­ 
publicans have been saying, ‘of 
course we are for honest cam­ 
paign reporting.’ But when the 
chips were down, they reneged. 
“Every 
reasonable 
objection 
that was raised wras removed. In 
its present form, it would hurt 
no one except those who accept 
dirty money.” 


JUST HOW Democrat Mun­ 
nell happened to be carrying the 
ball for 
Republican 
Governor 
Knight is, of course, a question 
to cause some speculation, but 
the fact remains that the gov­ 
ernor did suggest some reforms 
in election contribution report­ 
ing. 
The question of campaign con­ 
tributions 
has 
been 
one 
to 
plague 
both 
Republicans 
and 
Democrats for some years. The 
general assumption on the part 


of the public always has been 
th at if an individual or organi­ 
zation produced 
a 
substantial 
campaign 
contribution 
for 
a 
candidate for public office, that 
the individual 
or 
organization 
■would be favored in one way or 
another should the candidate be 
elected. 
Consequently, t h e procedure 
has been to say no more than 
necessary about campaign con­ 
tributions. Under present law, a 
statement of campaign expenses 
is required, but there is a little 
difficulty in getting the con­ 
tributors on record. 


NEITHER 
THE 
Democratic 
nor Republican party have any 
monopoly on lily-white hands 
insofar as campaign contribu­ 
tions are concerned. It usually is 
the party in power that suffers 
the castigation on campaign con­ 
tributions 
when 
the 
subject 
comes up. Let 
the 
Democrats 
win a majority in the Assembly, 
or obtain control of the admin­ 
istration, and then the Republi­ 
cans will have their opportunity 
to make contributions charges 
against the Democrats. 
While Munnell was most sin­ 
cere in presenting his bill calling 
for strict reporting of contribu­ 
tions, nevertheless, there never 
has yet been a bill of this nature 
th at could be enforced 100 per 
cent. In other words, if a candi­ 
date and a contributor want to 
jockey funds in some manner, 
and not let the public know who 
makes the contribution and how 
much, there are wrays and means 
despite any law in effect. 
This, however, does not make 
the practice right, as it is an in­ 
fringement on the public’s right 
to know just what are the tie- 
ups of the people they elect to 
office.

More Opportunities Than Dangers 


For U. S. In Big Four Conference 


WASHINGTON — P r e s ident 
Eisenhower 
and 
Secretary 
of 
State Dulles are not going to 
the Big Four conference in any 
defeatist 
attitude. 
They 
are 
aware that there will be pitfalls 
and booby-traps, even as there 
were at Yalta and Postdam, but 
it is their considered calculation 
th at a meeting at the summit at 
this time offers more opportuni­ 
ties than dangers. 
They are convinced that the 
time is now ripe to confer. They 
have reached this conclusion be­ 
cause Soviet foreign policy is un­ 
dergoing a 
considerable 
over­ 
haul before our eyes. 


FOR FIVE years it has been 
the over-riding objectives of the 
United States and its allies to 
bring about a more integrated 
defense organization in Western 
Europe and to bring a re-armed 
Western Germany into NATO as 
a sovereign partner. 
For five years it has been the 
over-riding objective of tjie So­ 
viet Union to defeat these West­ 
ern projects. It resorted to every 
thing short of war to do so. 
The 
Soviet objective 
failed. 
The Western objective has pre­ 
vailed. A workable substitute for 
the defeated EDC was devised 
by Sir Anthony Eden and Secre­ 
tary Dulles. It was ratified by 15 
nations in six months. There are 
few paralletls in diplomatic his­ 
tory for such an achievement. 
Moscow suffered an acute diplo­ 
matic defeat. 


OBVIOUSLY A set-back of 
this magnitude is 
forcing 
the 
Soviet Union to take a fresh look 
at the measures it has been pur­ 
suing and to search for a more 
productive 
approach. 
W h e n 
President Eisenhower and Secre­ 
tary Dulles take stock of Mos­ 
cow’s search for new policies to 
replace those which have failed 
in the past, here is what they 
find: 
THE AUSTRIAN TREATY.— 
Here the Kremlin is now accept­ 
ing what it has been refusing to 
accept for the past seven years. 
Only last February Foreign Min­ 
ister Molotov said: “The settle­ 
ment of the Austrian question 
cannot be examined independ­ 
ently of the Germany question.” 
Four months later Mr. Molotov 
agreed to separate the Austrian 
treaty from the Germany ques­ 


tion and at the same time gave 
up some of its claimed economic 
rights in Austria. This was a 
major Soviet reversal. 
LOW BOW TO YUGOSLAVIA. 
—Op July 21, 1951, Mr. Molotov 
was saying that Yugoslavia “was 
in the hands of spies and pro­ 
vocateurs.” And now Khrush- 
qhev, Bulganin, Mikoyan and 
others trek en masse to Belgrade 
to try to lure Tito back into the 
Cominform. It is reversal of the 
first magnitude and the effects 
may be 
different 
from 
what 
Moscow expects. The Communist 
party of Yugoslavia has proved 
th at it does not have to bow to 
the Kremlin's discipline and the 
Communist parties in the satel­ 
lite states may well take notice. 
Conformity 
is 
being 
diluted. 
Yugoslav deviation is being re­ 
warded. 
DISARMAMENT C O N C E S ­ 
SIONS.—At the London U.N. 
disarmament discussions the So­ 
viet delegation, though far from 
embracing effective methods of 
inspection, has made substantial 
changes in their position. They 
have given up their scheme for 
a percentage reduction of land 
forces—which would leave the 
Communists always in an ad­ 
vantage — and support the re­ 
duction of both conventional and 
non-conventional arms. Both are 
partial reversals. 


B IG FOUR CONFERENCE — 
Just about six months ago, on 
Nov. 21, 1954, Mr. Molotov was 
warning France and Germany— 
and the West—that “ratification 
of the Paris accords would Jeop­ 
ardize the existing possibilities of 
settling outstanding differences.” 
And on Jan. 15, 1955, in a last 
effort to try to keep Paris and 
Bonn from ratifying, Mr. Molo­ 
tov declared th at “any negotia­ 
tions over Germany 
would 
be 
meaningless if the Paris pacts 
were ratified.” 
They have been ratified and 
the Kremlin agrees to negotiate. 


THIS DOES NOT mean that 
the advantages at a Big Four 
meeting are all on the side of 
the West. They aren’t; far from 
it. But it does show 
why the 
President and Secretary Dulles 
believe that there are new op­ 
portunities for negotiation which 
they will explore faithfully and 
constructively—even if warily. 


TODAY'S BUSINESS MIRROR 


Grocers Now Handle About 
Billion Coupons Annually 


By SAM DAWSON 
NEW YORK (/P) — Groceries 
“for free”—between 75 and 100 
million dollars worth — will be 
handed out this year to house­ 
wives clutching coupons. 
Retailers handle about one bil­ 
lion 
coupons 
annually — and 
their squawks about the trouble 
and the cost seem to be mount­ 
ing as rapidly as the number and 
variety of m anufacturers’ coupon 
promotions. 


TO SEE WHAT can be done 
about the objections, the Grocery 
Manufacturers of America, Inc., 
has 
surveyed 
coupon-handling 
methods and now offers a system 
it says should cut 
costs 
and 
handling time in half. It involves 
uniformity of coupon size, short 
cuts in counting, 
and 
gadgets 
like special sorting tables. 
Consumers like coupons appar­ 
ently. And Paul S. Willis, GMA 
president, insists that most food 
distributors do too, because cou­ 
pons pull more customers into 
their stores and sell food that 
otherwise would remain on the 
shelves. 
His view isn’t shared by at 
least 
one 
nationwide 
grocery 
chain (Safeway). It calls coupons 
an increasing headache for the 
stores and labels them a price- 
cutting dodge by brand pro­ 
moters to fool the buyer. 


ANOTHER distributor, on the 
other hand, makes an all-out bid 
for you to bring in your coupons 
by using full-page, four-color 
newspaper ads on the couponed 
products. Thinking of coupons 
as money, it holds that they pro­ 
vide the housewife with addition­ 
al money for purchasing more 
groceries. 
It costs all concerned 2 cents 
apiece on average to handle cou­ 
pons, some estimate. On one bil­ 
lion coupons a year this would 
be 20, million dollars. GMA holds 
this could be cut in half if the 
food industry would follow its 
system, which it has just tested 
in 1,000 food stores. 


SOME COUPONS are a nuis­ 
ance because they’re too big and 
won’t fit cash register 
drawer 
compartments. 
And 
some 
are 
small, hard to count and likely 
to be lost. GMA wants them all 
uniform, the size of a dollar bill. 
One manufacturer is trying out 
punch card coupons which can 
be counted by machines. 
GMA urgM its members to 


stick as closely as possible to 
denominations of 5 cents or mul­ 
tiples of 5, to make tallying 
easier. And it has designed a 
three-compartment box where 
coupons can be easily sorted by 
denomination, 
instead 
of 
by 
manufacturer. Each pile can be 
quickly counted and this cuts in 
half the time it takes a book­ 
keeper or store manager to sort, 
count and report coupons.

MONTREAL (U.fc)—Four bearded 
adventurers laid in supplies of 
cognac, cigarettes and pate de foie 
gras today aboard an untested 
raft on which they hope to drift 
to Europe. 
They also oiled two rifles which 
they were given to shoot whales 
which m ight upset the ra ft or u n ­ 
friendly fish on the trip they esti­ 
m ated would take two or three 
m onths at a two to seven-knot 
clip.

One Wildcat Ford Strike 


Settled; Others Continue 


D E T R O I T OJ.R) — Rebellious 
skilled workers a t the sprawling 
Ford Rouge plant agreed today to 
end their wildcat strike which 
threatened to affect Ford’s entire 
operation, but other wildcat walk­ 
outs at Ford and G eneral Motors 
idled more than 50,000 CIO United 
Auto Workers, 
The agreem ent of skilled work­ 
ers a t the Rouge plant a t suburban 
Dearborn to return to their jobs 
“this afternoon or tomorrow” ap­ 
parently cleared the way for Ford 
Motor Co. operations to get back 
to norm al finally, after the strike 
Monday in which more than 80,000 
workers left their jobs. 
Meanwhile, 
G eneral 
M o t o r s 
workers, apparently im patient a t 
the delay in G.M. and the union in 
reaching a new contract agree­ 
ment, shut down operations in 12 
plants. The number of general 
motors workers who were idled 
totaled 38,894. 
Ford and the CIO United Auto 
Workers delayed signing their new 
agreem ent giving workers a guar­ 
anteed wage plan. The delay was 


reported due to the wildcat strikes 
which have h it Ford. 


I t was reported th a t Carl Stel- 
lato, president of the big Local 
600 which m ans the Rogue plant, 
had asked Ford for an extra five- 
cent hourly pay boost for the 
skilled workers who rebelled a t 
the new contract. 
The skilled workers, who rarely 
face the layoffs which other work­ 
ers in the automobile industry do, 
had rebelled a t the guaranteed pay 
contract, claiming it did them lit­ 
tle good. They needed 30 cents 
hourly to keep abreast with scales 
for sim ilar work in other industry. 
The “im patience” strikes of G en­ 
eral Motors’ workers kept growing 
despite the scolding which John 
Livingston, UAW vice president 
and head of the General M otors’ 
departm ent, gave local delegates 
at a meeting of the General Mo­ 
tors’ Council yesterday. 
He told them th a t the only rea­ 
son for extending the G eneral Mo­ 
tors’ contract until Sunday was to 
study the Ford pay plan.

David J. McDonald, union presi­ 
dent, headed the union’s nego­ 
tiating team at Bethlehem talks 
and said: 
“I will move back and forth 
between the various negotiations 
until a settlem ent is reached.” 
Later today, the union was to 
present its demands to Republic 
Steel 
Corp., 
the nation’s third 
largest basic steel producer. Before 


the week is out the uhion also will 
spell out its dem ands to three 
other basic steel firms. The six em­ 
ploy tw c-thirds of the 600,000 union 
members. 
The demands being made of 
them are the same as those Mc­ 
Donald presented yesterday in the 
opening of steel wage talks with 
U. S. Steel Corp., the nation's 
largest 
producer. 
Sessions 
with 
others of the “big six” are slated 
for tomorrow and Friday. 
McDonald hasn’t announced the 
USW demands but observers say 
they am ount to approxim ately 25 
cents an hour more th an present 
earnings of $2.33 an hour. The 
negotiations are limited, under a 
reopening clause in a two-year 
contract signed last June, to wage 
rates only. 
The same observers predict th at 
the final settlem ent with the ro­ 
bust steel industry will be for 
about 12% cents more an hour.

How To Play Baseball 
The Little League Way

CHAPTER 14 
First Base—Part 1 
A good first baseman m ust have 
speed, agility, height and a good 
throwing arm. 
The m ost im portant thing he 
must have is a long stretch. U n­ 
less he reaches for tha ball, m any 
runners will be safe by a half-step 
or less. A long stretch m any times 
turns a h it into an out. 
The 
stretch allows the first baseman 
to get the ball on a short hop, or 
before it hits the ground. 
You can’t become a good first 
baseman if you are weak on field­ 
ing. So get out on the field as 
much as you can. Practice, just 
like the other infielders. Study 
your movements and look for ways 
to improve your fielding. 
STRETCH FOR THEM 
One good way is to throw ground 
balls across the infield to your 
third baseman and shortstop and 
have them throw back to you. Get 
them to throw to your right and 
left, high above your head, and 
into the dirt somewhere in front 
of you. 
Stretch for the wide ones while 
keeping one foot on the bag. Leap 
up for the high ones and come 
down on the base. Scoop low ones 
out of the dirt. The more you 
practice the easier it wil be for 
you to make the hard plays. 
Most first sackers take one of 
two positions on throws from the 
from the infield. Some straddle 
the base and then kick back to 
touch it. The others put their 
left foot on the base and then take 
the throw. They pull the foot off 
the bag as so^n as they catch the 
ball to keep from getting stepped 
on by the runner.. 
DON’T CROSS LEGS 
In reaching for the ball on wide 
throws, it is important that your 
legs do not cross. Stride w ith your 
right leg if the throw is wide to 
the right of first base. Your left 
toe stays on the bag. 
If the throw is wide on the run­ 
ner's sidq, or left of first base, 
then you m ust shift. Keep your 


For plate-side throws the first 
baseman touches the bag with 
his right toe. You should use 
two hands to make the catch 
whenever possible.

right toe on the bag and stride 
with your left leg. 


Never wait for,a ground ball to 
come to you. You m ust charge 
in quickly to field it. The pitcher 
will run over to cover first base 
and make the put-out. 
Your throw to the pitcher should 
usually be an underhand toss. An 
underhand toes will be easy for 
the pitcher to handle while he is 
running. 
CHIN-HIGH 
Throw the ball chin-high so the 
pitcher can see it without look­ 
ing for it. It is im portant that 
you throw him the ball before 
he reaches the base. Then he can 
tag the base after he has the 
ball. 
One of the hardest plays for a 
first baseman 
to make 
is 
the 
double plaiy from first to second 
and back again. W ith a runner on 
first, you will have to field the 
ball, and throw to second. Then 
you have to hustle to first for the 
return throw.

Deer Hit By This Shell Don't 
Die—But They Get Dyed 


The California Departm ent of 
Fish and Game is using a device 
in game m anagem ent that—like 
m any other features of m odem 
managem ent—is so ridiculous that 
it’s practical. 
The idea—to mark deer in order 
to trace migration—is not at all 
new. It’s just the method of mark­ 
ing them th at’s novel. 
Years ago, the ingenious method 
of dying a deer’s coat w ith a dye- 
soaked sponge was tried with some 
success. 
But this problem, in the 1955 
vintage, is solved with two types 
of 
self-actuated 
devices 
which 
shoot a blob of spray or dye at the 
the unsuspecting deer as it moves 


along a deer run. 
One is a shotgun shell with shot 
and most powder removed, filled 
with dye. 
It’s mounted in a steel pipe 
chamber mounted along the trail. 
A trip string triggers a rat-trap 
which actuates the device. 
The other is a m odification of 
a paint spray head with a sm all 
nozzle. It is actuated by a hidden 
treadle in the trail and gets its 
powder from compressed air in a 
storage tank. 
The 
departm ent uses purple, 
green, yellow—and sometimes even 
peroxide. 
The coloring lasts for about six 
weeks.

British Union Body Lays 


Down Plan To End Strike 


LONDON (JF,—Britain’s power­ 
ful Trades Union Congress and 
leading Conservative newspapers 
pressed Prune Minister Anthony 
Eden today to accept the congress’ 
plan ending Britain’s 11-day-old 
rail strike. 


The plan was approved yester­ 
day by the striking Associated So­ 
ciety of Engineers and Firemen. 
It calls for immediate negotiations 
without a return to work. Eden 
said 
Sunday 
the 
government, 
which operates the nationalized 
railways, would not meet with the 
men until they returned. 
There were peace move« too, in 
one of the other two big walkouts 
now plaguing the nation— a strike 
of 20,000 dock 'worker® tying up 
some 200 freighters in seven sea­ 
ports. Leaders of the striking steve­ 
dores’ union agreed to submit their 
Jurisdictional dispute with other 
union to a Trade Union Congress 
(TUO committee. 
But no settlement was slighted 
in the third dispute, a wildcat 
strike by about 800 stewards on 
transatlantic liners. It has strand­ 
ed some 3.300 passengers in Liver­ 
pool and Southampton. 


TUC leaders were hopeful that 
Eden would accept their plan for 
negotiations between the 67,000 
striking railwaymen and the Brit­ 
ish Transport Commission, which 
runs the state-owned lines. 
The Daily Mail and the Daily 
Telegraph, two of the Conserva­ 
tive government’s strongest news­ 
paper backers, urged approval. 
Under the 
plan, 
preliminary 
talks on a small temporary wage 
increase would be started imme­ 
diately between the union and the 
commission. 
If 
agreement 
is 
reached, the strike would be called 
off and negotiations would begin 
on a new wage scale for the en­ 
tire industry. 
The union is demanding a raise 
of $1.12 a week over the present 
base pay of $27.30 to restore its 
members' traditional wage differ­ 
entials over less skilled workers. 
The differentials were narrowed in 
an industrywide pay boost last 
January. 
The peace proposal calls for the 
National Union of Railwaymen, 
which represents 400,000 other raii 
employees, to be consulted only In 
the second stage of the negotia­ 
tions.

VENICE, Italy (A3)—The canals 
which make Venice famous also 
ruin the foundations of its an­ 
tique palaces.

BELGRADE, Yugoslavia (JP) — 
One of the biggest differences be­ 
tween Tito c o m m u n i s m and 
Khrushchev’s brand is reflected in 
state-produced panties for ladies. 
In Russia, the first country in 
modern times to nationalize bloom­ 
ers, they are long in the leg, elas­ 
tic at top and bottom and coming 
in only two colors—blue and pur­ 
ple. 
But here panties are on sale in 
many styles, and in colors as va­ 
ried as the rainbow—green, yellow, 
pink, black and flesh shades. 
Girdles and garter belts are as 
hard to find in Red Russia as mil­ 
lionaire bankers, but here they’re 
as common as plums. 
Russian slips, which are short, 
most always made of cotton and 
with no more styling than a stove 
pipe, are plentiful. Because the So­ 
viets don’t make nightgowns, slips 
are often worn instead of gowns. 
Lack of familiarity with flimsy 
nightgowns once led to a major 
social blunder in the U.S.S.R. 
Three wives of generals, whose 
husbands had liberated an armful 
of nighties in Berlin, wore them 
to a Red army reception thinking 


they were evening dresses. 
In all of Russia there are few, 
if any, factories manufacturing 
bathing suits. 
In Yugoslavia girls can buy 
them. Some are as dainty as a 
delicate cloud in a high summer 
sky, but vastly smaller. 
“You should see my Bikini,” 
said a Zagreb actress. “A girl 
friend mailed it to me In a regu­ 
lar sized envelope.” 
When it comes to bras, however, 
Russia comes out ahead. 
This article of feminine under­ 
wear is as common as samovars 
and one of the really cheap things 
in Soviet land, costing less than 
a dollar. 
An American visitor to Moscow 
once said, “The women of this 
country either have the best bras 
or the best chests in the world.” 
Things haven’t developed that 
far in Yugoslavia.

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Corte Madera Votes 
Flood Control Study 


Corte Madera town councilmen 
Monday night voted to appropriate 
$3,000 irom the town’s flood con­ 
trol funds for a complete study 
of flood control and drainage prob­ 
lems of the town. 
The appropriation had been re­ 
quested by the town planning com­ 
mission, and was passed by the 
council on motion of Mayor Harry 
Cooper after Town Atty. John Eh- 
len said it was his opinion the 
flood control tax funds could be 
used for this purpose. 
Planning Commission Chairman 
John Adlard said the proposed 
study will cover the entire town, 
and may include studies outside 
Its limits. 
Tha council Monday night ac­ 
cepted a number of planning com­ 
mission recommendations, includ­ 
ing acceptanoe of subdivision maps 
and other applications connected 
with construction. 
INDUSTRIAL ZONING 
These actions included: 
Approval of heavy industrial 
zoning for the 1,000-acre Muzzi 
property northwest of the Corte 
Madera wye recently annexed to 
the town. This zoning had been 
promised by the town before an­ 
nexation. The area previously had 
been zoned industrial while un­ 
incorporated. 
Approval of the tentative map 
for Blackfield Construction Co.’s 
Marin Estates subdivision except 
for the drainage system. The map 
had been approved by the plan­ 
ners with the condition that the 
drainage problems be more ade­ 
quately provided for. A lengthy 
and technical discussion of drain­ 
age conditions on the tract (in the 
Paradise drive area east of High­ 
way 101) and adjoining areas pre­ 
ceded the council decision. Coun­ 
cilmen decided to refer the prob­ 
lem to the county planning staff 
for help, and that the final drain­ 
age setup should be entered on the 
final map. 
SUBDIVISION MAP 
Approval of the tentative map of 
San Clemente Meadows subdivi­ 
sion Unit 1, which was approved by 
the planning commission on con­ 
ditions including making available 
sites for a firehouse and a park. 
San Clemente Meadows, in the 
Paradise drive-NWP track area, 
will ultimately have around 700 
homes. Upon the report from Eh- 
len that the county boundary 
commission has approved bound­ 
aries of this subdivision for an­ 
nexation to the town, the council 
set the regular meeting of July 5 
as the date for a protest hearing. 
Granting of grading permits to 
the 
San 
Clemente and 
Marin 
Estates developers. 
Approval of the final map of 
Madera Gardens subdivision Unit 
8. 
Approval of the tentative map o< 
Frank Rusalem's Edge water sub­ 
division, subject to planners' con­ 
ditions, which is designed to in­ 
clude 32 apartment houses, a mo­ 
tel and a swimming pool, restau- 
ant and cocktail lounge. 
Approval of application for a 
Tidew'ater Associated Oil Co. serv­ 
ice station near Highway 101 and 


Lucky road, subject to planners’ 
conditions. 
Approval of the application 
for relocation of the Alto Vista 
motel to the south side of Tam- 
alpais drive west of Highway 101, 
recommended by the planners. 
Upon the suggestion of Coun­ 
cilman Lou Jones, the council 
added the provision that curbs, 
sidewalks and gutters be instal­ 
led. The 11-unit motel, at the 
Alto Wye, must be moved to 
make room for the new Hign- 
way 101 freeway. 
Councilmen upheld the plan­ 
ners’ recommendations that an 
application for an office building 
on Tamalpais and Chapman drive, 
made by the Mabelle Culpepper 
real estate office for a client, be 
denied, on the grounds it would 
constitute spot zoning.

Eclipse Of Sun, 


Moon Shown 


At Planetarium 


All this month, during each per­ 
formance in Morrison Planetarium, 
San Francisco, an eclipse of the 
sun and an eclipse of the moon 
will be conjured up by the staff. 
The June production is “Celestial 
Shadows.” 
The solar eclipse will be the im­ 
pending June 20 eclipse, one of 
the longest to come along in cen­ 
turies. 
Unfortunately, a c c o r d i n g to 
Leon E. Salanave of the Plane­ 
tarium staff, this eclipse will not 
be visible anywhere in the United 
States—that is except in Morrison 
Planetarium. To witness the un­ 
usual event the magic o f the 
Planetarium will whisk its audi­ 
ence to a vantage point in the 
ancient city of Bangkok. Even the 
Planetarium’s familiar San Fran­ 
cisco horizon will be replaced by 
Bangkok’s skyline—and in color. 
After this oriental trip, the June 
show will bring viewers back home 
to preview a total eclipse of the 
moon which will be seen in North­ 
ern California beginning at 9:02 
p m., Nov. 17, next year. In addi­ 
tion to previews of these two dra­ 
matic events, the show will ex­ 
plain what eclipses are, why they 
occur and how they are predicted 
with such accuracy. 
The matter of accuracy has 
made eclipse predicting hazardous 
in the past, Salanave says. He cites 
the case of Hsi and Ho, early 
Chinese 
astronomers 
who once 
drank too much rice wine and 
failed 
to 
announce 
a 
coming 
eclipse; The Emperor cut off their 
heads. 
Astronomers today never miss an 
eclipse and are much more ac­ 
curate, even more so than the 
Connecticut Yankee, sa>3 Sala­ 
nave, “and come to think of it, 
wouldn’t that gentleman have had 
fun with our Planetarium equip­ 
ment!”

Presentation was made at H am ­ 
ilton Air Force Base Friday by 
Maj. Gen. W alter E. Todd, WADF 
commander, to Lt. Col. Carl L. 
Aubrey of S anta Ana and Capt. 
Maxey H. W all Jr. currently of 
Novato. 
Colonel Aubrey was cited by the 
D epartm ent of the Air Force for 
successfully conducting 10 opera­ 
tional flights in the face of enemy 
antiaircraft fire from Dec. 29, 1950, 
through Jan. 19, 1951. The citation 
constituted the 
fourth 
oak leaf 
cluster to the Air Medal in lieu of 
an additional Air Medal, 
Along 
w ith the cluster, he received the 
Purple H eart Medal for wounds 
received when he was shot down 
over N orth Korea on M arch 13, 
1951.

Planners approved for a two- 
year period, a use p e r m i t for 
Miss Thefma (Lucky) Olson* to 
operate a merry-go-round, pony 
ring, and refreshment stand at 
Marin County Children’s Zoo. 
The superintendent and builder 
of the free zoo for children, Miss 
Olson, former San Rafael school 
teacher and pet shop operator, ex­ 
plained th a t contributions to the 
zoo have been insufficient to sup- 


port it financially. 


W ith the operation of the rides 
and refreshm ent stand, she hopes 
to be able to continue to operate 
the zoo w ithout charging children 
admission.

Urged In H-Age 


To com bat the “hideous epoch 
in which we have to dwell,” Capt. 
K risten A. Persen, erstwhile war 
correspondent and sailor turned 
insurance salesman, called on Mill 
Valley R otarians yesterday to in ­ 
form themselves about thé United 
Nations. 
C aptain Pgrsen, a R oiarian him ­ 
self, declared th a t the United N a­ 
tions 
is 
thè 
only 
organization 
working for peace on an interna­ 
tional scale. 
“Certainly it is not perfect,” he 
said. “Certainly it 
cain 
be 
im ­ 
proved.” Implying th a t it was a 
basic responsibility of American 
citizens to discharge their duties 
to the hum an race, Captain Persen 
asserted th a t patience and cour­ 
age through the U.N. was the sur­ 
est way for m an to walk together 
in peace and serenity. 
MUTUAL TERRITORY 
W hile it is true th a t m ankind 
has m any “sharable values,” he 
said, the key to the success of the 
U.N. is recognition of the “m u­ 
tuality of terror” th a t exists in 
the form of the hydrogen bomb. 
Power of the hydrogen bomb, he 
warned, 
is 
greater 
th an 
most 
Americans realize. The difference 
in power between 
the 
hydrogen 
bomb and the first of the atom 
bombs is greater th an the differ­ 
ence between the atom bomb and 
TNT. 
A second and far greater dan­ 
ger 
from 
hydrogen 
explosions 
exists, he declared, in 
w hat 
he 
called “residual radiation.” This 
he described as radioactive fall­ 
out which rem ains 
to 
endanger 
m an’s reproductivity. 
On these grounds experts have 
term ed 
the hydrogen bomb 
as 
“close to being the ultim ate wea­ 
pon.” 
None, 
however, 
C aptain 
Persen 
continued, 
h a v e 
been 
known to explode in this country. 
U.N. VALUED 
To forestall catastrophe which 
would accompany global hydrogen 
w arfare, said the onetime news­ 
m an, the world should turn to the 
U.N., whose avowed purpose Is 
promotion 
and 
preservation 
of 
peace. W orkshop of the U.N. is 
UNESCO, he pointed out, which 
attem pts 
to 
alleviate 
economic 
crisis by relieving illiteracy. It 
is illiteracy which in great degree 
m ust shoulder the blame for pov­ 
erty. People who do not know how 
to feed themselves or utilize the 
potential of their environm ents 
pose & serious th reat to peace. 
“W hat has happened in Asia,” 
C aptain 
Persen 
declared, 
“was 
bound to happen.” The p attern of 
history pointed to revolt in coun­ 
tries where population has not 
caught up w ith m an’s ability to 
cope w ith attending problems. 
Through self-education on the 
all - im portant 
U nited 
Nations, 
C aptain Persen said, Americans ! 
may “discharge their duties as 
members of the hum an race, to 
which we all belong w hether we 
like it or not.”

Dr. W alter C. Clowers, wrho has 
been building a m aintenance deck 
on the west side of his home at 
512 Sausalito boulevard in Sausa­ 
lito, will be served with a “show 
cause” order, the city council ruled 
last night. 


Council decision came after more 
than a m onth of study and an 
equal time span of bickering over 
the location of Dr. Clowers’ prop­ 
erty line. He will be ordered to 
remove the portion of construction 
—which now includes a garage as 
well as the m aintenance deck— 
which encroaches on the property 
of Russell Papenhausen. Only way 
the doctor can avoid removing the 
obstructions is by “showing cause” 
why they should be perm itted to 
remain. 


It all started last M arch when 
Dr. Clowers asked the city for a 
variance which would perm it him 
to construct the m aintenance deck 
adjacent to west property line 
rather than allowing the required 
setback—three feet nine inches— 
from Papenhausen’s property. 


In its investigations the plan­ 
ning commission discovered sev­ 
eral irregularities. The commis­ 
sion noted th a t Dr. Clowers had 
instructed his contractor, Peter 
Bates, to proceed with construc­ 
tion “with the knowledge th a t the 
location of the west property line 
was in doubt and th a t construc­ 
tion of even an uncovered deck 
w ithin three feet, nine inches of it 
should not take place until a var­ 
iance had been granted.” 
According to the planning com­ 
mission’s 
report, 
Building 
In ­ 
spector William Hines twice or­ 
dered work stopped on the proj­ 
ect but Dr. Clowers, they indi­ 
cated, continued with the under­ 
standing th a t a resurvey of prop­ 
erty lines was in his favor. 
Despite location of the property 
line, planners ruled, Dr. Clowers 
had no .right to continue work 
w ithout first securing a variance, 
since 
construction 
would 
have 
been in violation in either case. 
Papenhausen, who had previous­ 
ly agreed on a property line with 
Dr. Clowers, told councilmen, “I 
was in agreem ent w ith him as long 
as he didn’t build over the prop- 


erty line. In the last couple of days 
the same thing (building over the 
line) is happening on the garage.* 
which encroaches two feet onto 
Papenhausen’s property. 


T h at isn't all, Papenhausen con** 
tinued. The stakes m arking his 
survey line have been moved too., 
“T h at’s w hat irked me.” 


To wind up the complex affair, 
the city ordered City A tty. John 
Ehlen to serve the show cause or­ 
der, ordered Dr. Clowers to abide 
by the city’s building code and 
called for the city to settle the 
survey question itself. A publio 
hearing on the show cause was 
set for July 5.

dere Cove hit a legal snag Mon­ 
day night when the city council 
failed to pass on one of several 
provisions set by 
the 
planning 
commission in its “conditional ap­ 
proval”' last month. 


Mayor Ralph Meyers’ resolution, 
which would have cleared the way 
for the legal hurdle to be over­ 
come, failed when Councilmen Ned 
Stephens and Eric Pedley voted 
against it. Councilman Fred Palm­ 
er, recently returned after several 
months abroad, refrained 
from 
voting. 


Stephens led the movement to 
disapprove the resolution on the 
grounds that a provision in an old 
deed from the original Belvedere 
Land Co. “should not be violated.” 


The deed granted property on 
the cove to the city for recrea- ' 
tional purposes only and forbade 1 
crossing it to reach private land, j 
Mayor Meyers pointed out that if 
access is not granted, the yacht j 
club will build a road along an­ 
other route. The former, he said, 
would provide 
possible access to 
other city-owned land on the cove, 
whereas the other does not. 
The yacht club should reveal 
plans for its entire development, 
Pedley maintained, 
including its 
yacht berthing facilities which will 
be finar^ed through sale of the 
eight building lots 
in 
the sub­ 
division. 
There also should be a restric- 


fluence the land company in ask­ 
ing it to remove the obstacle in 
the deed. 
Pedley and Stephens also voted 
against a subsequent motion by 
Mayor Meyers calling for approval 
of all points in the planning com­ 
mission’s letter except the 
deed 
restriction. This passed, however, 
Councilmen 
Palmer 
and 
John 
Wiley voting with Meyers. 
Pedley took exception to Mayor 
Meyers’ action, calling it “beat­ 
ing around the bush” by restating 
the subject in a different form. 
The mayor replied that the new 
action was “considerably differ­ 
ent.” 
The resolution calls for the yacht 
club and present land company, 
successor to the firm which grant­ 


ed the cove land to the city, to 
inform the council in writing that 
they find it “mutually agreeable’* 
to grant the exception to the deed 
restriction. M e y e r s 
emphasize«} 
that it will not set a precedent. 
Development of city-owned land 
in Belvedere cove was not 
dis­ 
cussed but it was indicated th at 
the proposed engineering 
study 
will be one of the subjects at the 
council’s adjourned meeting June 
21. 


At the suggestion of David Al­ 
len, an informal discussion of the 
m atter will be held prior to June 
21 between representatives of the 
council, 
city 
planning commis­ 
sion, yacht club and land com­ 
pany. Wiley and Pedley will repre­ 
sent the council.

“Sugar and spice and everything 
nice . . . ” 
The old fashioned rhyme holds 
the secret to some mighty delicious 
ideas with fresh fruit pies. We 
mean fruits such as apricots and 
cherries and all the delicious ber­ 
ries that are in good supply these 
days. 
We all think of spices when we 
make apple or pumpkin pies, but 
the cinnamon shaker and the gin­ 
ger, ground cloves and nutmeg are 
frequently overlooked with other 
fruits. This can well be a mistake, 
as spices add a delectable flavor 
to pies and pastries, and to all 
varieties of baked goods. 
CINNAMON 
Cinnamon is one of the spices 
that combine extremely well with 
most fruits. Blueberries, for ex­ 
ample, take on new character with 
a dusting of this brownish season­ 
ing. As with all use of spices, care 
should be taken not to drown the 
flavor of the food itself. A spice 
is supposed to enhance, the flavor, 
not kill it. Overspicing is as much 
a culinary fault as underspicing. 
One of the interesting ways to 
put news in your baking is to make 
a spiced pastry for fresh fruit pie. 
Ground cinnamon, sifted with dry 
ingredients of a pie crust creates 
ft very differently flavored dough. 
The sweet spiciness of the crust 
is both unusual and a delicious 
foil for the tartness of the fruit. 
RHUBARB PAN DOWDY 
3 pounds fresh rhubarb 
1 teaspoon ground cinnamon 
l 1,3 to 2 cups sugar 
1 teaspoon ground cinnamon 
3 tablespoons quick-cooking 
tapioca 
2 tablespoons butter or 
margarine 
2’,2 cups sifted all-purpose flour 
4 teaspoons double-acting 
baking powder

And we’re happy with 
modest portions—always a help to 
calorie-conscious appetites, 
But we don’t always eat our 
desserts with a meal. After a lunch 
say of an omelet and a green salad, 
we may not feel the need of some­ 
thing sweet. Then we’re likely to 
have our dessert for an afternoon 
pickup)—perhaps with a cup of tea 
around four o’clock.

RHUBARB RAISIN COMPOTE 
Ingredients: % cup seedless rai­ 
sins, 1 cup water, 1% cups sugar, 
2 pounds pink rhubarb cut in 1- 
inch pieces (6 cups), 2 teaspoons 
grated orange rind. 
Method: Put raisins and water 
in a 2-quart saucepan. Simmer, 
covered, for 5 minutes. Add sugar 
and stir to dissolve. Add rhubarb; 
cover and bring just to a boil. This 
will take about 5 minutes. Remove 
from heat; add orange rind. Cool, 
covered, then chill.

We mix the rhubarb and berries 
with 3 tablespoons quick-cooking 
tapioca, 1V4 cups sugar, % tea­ 
spoon salt, and turn them into 
the pastry-lined pie plate. Then we 
dot the fruit mixture with 1 table­ 
spoon of butter or margarine and 
top with latticed pastry strips. 
The pie is baked in a hot (425 
degrees) oven for about 45 minutes 


or until the syrup boils with heavy 
bubbles that do not burst. Prepare 
your flakiest pastry for this pie so 
it will be a true match to the fill­ 
ing. 
And here’s a dessert youngster* 
usually like: rhubarb sauce over 
sliced bananas.

Children With Matches 
Lose 


Boost Novato Fire Calls 


Those demons junior grade— 
children who play w ith m atches— 
were blamed ttoday for nearly half 
the fire calls answered by Novato 
Fire D epartm ent in the first five 
m onths of 1955. 
Children armed with m atches 
were responsible for starting 27 
fires, 23 grass fire« and 4 build­ 
ing fires, since Jan. 1, Fire Chief 
George Cavallero said. 
Cavallero reported a total of 62 | 
fire calls as compared to 59 for 
the same period last year. 
He wrarned parents th a t the dry 
season is now a t hand, urging 
them to instruct children not to 
use matches. “I would explain 
the dangers of fire to them , tell 
them of the possibility of loss of 
life, property, the possible in ­ 
juries th a t m ay occur to them and 
of their parents* responsibility for 
damages,” Cavallero said. 
As precautionary 
m e a s u r e s 
against fire, Cavallero made the 
following suggestions: 
1. Make fire breaks around your 
property at least three feet wide. 
This is done by cutting grass down 
to bare dirt. This will help to 
stop fire from spreading on your 
property or to your neighbors’ 
property, he said. 
2. Check your incinerator. Clear 
grass away from incinerator for a 
10-foot 
radius. 
Keep 
cover 
or 
screen on when burning. Make sure 
holes in can are no larger than V*. 
inch in diam eter. Keep a water 
hose connected at all times. The 
hose m ust reach at least 25 feet 
beyound incinerator. No burning 
is perm itted after 11 a.m. and all 
smoke and fire m ust be out by 12 
noon. 


Cavallero noted th at 15 fires 
were started from incinerators last 
year. Either there were no covers, 
the grass was too near, holes were 
too large or there was no wrater 
nearby, he said. 


Citations and fines will be levied 
on persons not conforming with 
these burning rules, he said.
